MAKING ECONOMIC WAR 


A couple of years ago emissaries of 
the Soviet were camping on the door- 
steps of European governments and fi- 
nancial houses, begging for loans. Hav- 
ing already had experience in trying to 
collect money that had been loaned in 
that. quarter, the hard-boiled Bour- 
geoisie statesmen and capitalists kept 
their purse strings drawn and “credits” 
were not forthcoming for Moscow. 

But money is no less necessary in 
the proletarian elysium than elsewhere, 
and the Soviet is now “dumping” grain 
and other products at less than produc- 
tion costs into whatever markets are 
open to it, in order to get funds. Britain, 
which freely admits the products of all 
countries, is naturally the favorite 
dumping ground, and the country in 
which the dumped products are sold 
cheapest—and with the most disastrous 
results to the home producer and the 
general importer. 

What this amounts to is that the So- 
viet Union is waging economic war 
against the other states, and is carrying 
the war into the “enemy’s” territory. 
Slave labor is cheaper than free, and 
with the people of Russia under its 
dominance the Soviet can flood other 
markets with their products at prices 
which free producers cannot meet. 

A policy of that kind suggests its 
own antidote. The inevitable result will 
be a stiffening of tariffs and other trade 
regulations to prevent the “dumping” 
of Russian products in other countries. 
Even free trade Britain can hardly al- 
low its farmers and other important 
classes of producers to be ruined by this 
attack on the economic front, merely to 
uphold 2 tradition. 


ALBERTA HAS THE OIL 

The circumstances of Mr. Green- 
field’s retirement from the post of Al- 
berta’s representative in London sug- 
gest that British capitalists are taking 
a growing interest in the development 
of Alberta's oil fields. It is to be hoped 
that such is the case, for enough is 
now known about the extent of these 
deposits to make certain that their util- 
ization will result in a tremendous in- 
dustrial and commercial expansion, per- 
haps in the not distant future. 

At the moment little is heard of the 
oil fields and what has been done and is 
being done there. This is due to world 
conditions, and is temporary. The im- 
portant facts are that the wells in this 
province are producing more oil than 
they ever did before, and that new wells 
are being drilled into production with 
clock-like regularity. 

There is no longer a question as to 
whether oil exists in paying quantities 
under the soil of Alberta. The questions 
now are, how many potential fields there 
may be, and how extensive the deposits 
are. Oil has already been found at in- 
tervals all the way from the interna- 
tional boundary to Peace River, and 
from the foothills almost to the border 
of Saskatchewan. 

The investment of capital is the one 
thing required to turn this indefinitely 
large latent resource to account. 
the time there is said to be over-produc- 
tion of oil in the world. That, too, is a 


passing condition, for the demand 
grows daily. The oil-using engine has 
come to stay, and to multiply. With the 


return of norma! times an opportunity 
will be presented for enother surge for- 
ward in the development of the already 
large oil-producing industry in this pro- 
vince 


The Assembly of the League of Na- 
tions, discussing disarmament in the 
placid atmosphere of Geneva, has re- 
ceived rude jolts from two directions. 
The French representatives dropped the 
proverbial “bomb” in the chamber when 
they announced that France and Italy 
are deadlocked on the question of how 
many warships each of them is to build. 
And over the German border, Hitler, the 
leader of the prospectively dominant 
Fascist party, declared that when that 
party secures a majority in the Reichs- 
tag it will tear up the treaty of Ver- 
Sailles. 

Frahce and Italy are not disarming, 


nor pretending to disarm. They are 
arming. What is worse, they are not 
arming on the general ground of build-

And Hit- 
ler speaks for the party whose phenom- 
enal gains in the recent German elec- 
tions have aroused the attention, and 
the apprehensions, of Europe. 

What does the League intend to do 
to meet this dual challenge? That is 
the question that has been thrust upon 
it, and for which it will have to find an 
answer if it is to maintain its own 

restige and continue to be an effective 
instrument for preserving the peace of 
the world. Talking about the high de- 
sirability of all-round disarmament is 
neither practically useful nor very dig- 
nified procedure while France and Italy 
are proclaiming that they will do as they 
please about arming and fighting, and 
while the rising party in Germany is 
threatening to repudiate the League and 
all its works.

Rattlesnake Bite 

Question: T. F. asks: “What is a | 
good cure for one to take after be- | 
ing bitten by a sattlesnake?” } 

Answer: The bite of a rattle- | 
snake is not necessarily dangerous 
or fatal. Rattlesnake venom is a | 
heart depressor, and if enough of it 
gets into the blood, the heart will 
slow down a great deal and, of | 
course, sometimes enough to cause 
death. The first important thing | 
te do after one has been bitten is 
to apply a tourniquet above the 
wound and make the wound bieed as 
much as possible by sucking the 
blood out, or by cutting it with a |

sharp knife in order to make the | 
blood flow freely. After this has | 
been done, loosen the tourniquet 


slightly and the patient should be | 
put into a tub of hot water and al- 
lowed to remain in it for an hour | 
or two. The water should be kept 
at about 116 degrees. This will pro- | 
duce elimination through the pores | 
and also keep the blood flowing 
more rapidly and thus counteract 
the effect of the depressing venom. | 
If these precautions are taken there | 
is very little danger of the patient | 
dying.

Answer: I most decidedly DO NOT 
recommend milk and raw eggs in 
your case, because they are beth 
mucus-forming foods. An orange 
juice fast should be taken for about | 
twelve days, combined with two 
warm shower or sponge baths, and 
two warm water enemas while on 
the fast.

When I say government I mean 
ourselves, for we are, in the main 
political illiterates. At least we are 
politically lazy. We may demand a 
short-lived interest in issues and 
give a fleeting loyalty to pictur- 
esque political personalities, we may 
for a season follow the bright ban- 
ner of some brave reform movement 
as bored wives embrace a current 
cult, but we lack a sustained inter- 
est in the undramatic enterprise of 
a continuously wise and adaptable 
administration of our common life. 
With most of us it takes a case of 
clumsy reason or the high pressure 
stimulation of a campaign to focus 
our interest on government. 

As I have said so many times in 
these essays, it 4s imperative that 
we keep tools of government adjus- 
ted to the tasks of government, and 
this was never more imperative 
than now 

This means that we must not un- 
duly worship particular forms and 
functions of government that are 
but tools for doing the job that is 
at hand in the current time. 

But the enterprise of political 
criticism, which should have its 
headquarters in the inner councils 
of officialdom, is pretty generally 
blocked and bowed out by Bourbons 
who think that even a suggestion 
that certain aspecis of government 
may be obsolete is equivalent to 
spitting on the flag 

Political Bourbonism and Reac- 
tionary Industrialistae are the two 
main forces that block the yoad to 
a@ rapid recovery of the social and 
economic order from the blow of 
last autumn 

Political Bourbonism's chief sin is 
that, in its fear of social discon-

Bismarck, growing old, on one 
of his birthdays told his brother 

“Though I realise that every day 
may be my Jast, I am unable to 
find the thought agreeable. It is 
not because outward successes en- 
gross me, but because the thought 
of separation from wife and chil- 
dren is terrible to me.” 

He was to outlast his wife; and 
when the good woman died at the 
age of seventy, he did not consider 
it worth while to go on, though he 
must, 

At supper time of one day they 
had talked together. The next 
morning when he went into her 
room she was cold in death. 

“Johanna! Johanna!” The poor 
old man, barefooted and in dress- 
ing gown—he who had been s0 
mighty and had worn so majestic- 
ally the habilaments of power— 
sat down and Wept like a lost child 

This, he said, was a greater trag- 
edy than his dismissal, some years 
before, by the Emperor Wilhelm 

“Today, everything is vain and 
void.”

Their discovery in an abandoned 
camp on King William Land, »tween 
Victory Point and Lady Jane Franklin 
| Point, added little to what was already 
| known, beyond definitely os ablishing 
the locale of at least one staying place 
}in the long trek which appears to have 
|ended hundreds of miles south, on the 
| Canadian mainiand, near the mouth 
}of Back’s Fish River. 

The fragment of a canvas tent, clr 
cular in shape, and jending color to 
the assumption that this portion had 
| Been frozen to the ground while those 
}oecupying it had torn away the re- 
| mainder, pieces of naval broadcloth, 
some inch-thick rope, and the rusted 
blade of a knife constitute Major Bur- 
|wash's find. He enceuntered two 
| graves on King William Island, but 
from these nothing could be gathered 
Of the grave of Sir Jolin Franklin 
himself no trace was found 

Party's Fate Causes Interest 

In spite of the 80-odd years that 
| have elapsed since the two ships, Ere- 
| bus and Terror, set out lu: an attempt 
}to discover the north west passage, a 
fcertain fascination continues t® sur- 
| round the fate of their crews. For sev- 
| enty years a veil of silence has shroud- 
led them, and only one small scrap of 
paper has ever been discovered relat- 
ing to the expedition This was the re- 
port and message found on King Wil- 
liam Island by the search expeditioa 
of Captain McClintock in 1857 The 
message, signed by Sir John Franklin, 
announced how the two ships had 
wintered at Beechey Island in 1846, 
and that all was well. But marginal 
notes on the paper, written by another 
hand at a later date, conveyed the in- 
formation that Sir John Frankiin had 
died in June, 1847. The notes gave the 
strength of the party as 105 and they 
| proclaimed the intention to essay an 
overland journey from King William 
lIsland to the Canadian mainland at 
Back's Fish River

/Not Paying Union Wages; | 
| Urges Labor to Ponder | 
Situation 


Insisting that workmen on the gov- 
ernment administration building under 
construction are not being paid fair 
Wages, despite a denial of his previous 
charges by Premier J. E. Brownlee, 
Carl E, Berg, local labor leader and 
international representative of the Hod 
Carriers Union, issued a statement 
Monday, on his return to the city. 

Mr. Berg first made his charges at 
Calgary but was disputed by Premier 
| Brownlee. 

Mr. Berg stated Monday: 

“Upon my arrival in the city my at- 
tention has been drawn to denials by 
Premier Brownlee to certain charges 
made by me in Calgary against the 
Farmer Government. 

“In spite of the denials by the Pre- 
mier, the fact remains that represent- 
ations were made to the Minister of 
Public Works by our organization act- 
ing upon my instructions 

“We know that the necessary 
|machinery is in existence under which 
the government could adjust the wages 
of the laborers on the Administration 
bullding to comply with the Union 
| scale of wages in accordance with the | 
agreement between the International | 
|Laborers Union and the Canadian! 
|Construction Association which is the | 
‘Fair Wage’. | 

“This, however, the Government re- | 
| fused to do and non union wages are 
| still paid to laborers on the Admin- 
istration Building and consequently 
non union laborers employed. 

“It has remained for a so called Pro- | 
gressive Farmer Government to admit 
that they took advantage of the un-| 
employment situation to pay non) 
}union wages to its laborers or allow 
|the same to be done by their con-| 
| tractors, that an advantage has been 
taken of the class of men who can 
least afford to accept a reduction in| 
| wages and that the Government by | 
|so doing has endangered the wage | 
| scale of all the laborers in this com- 
munity. 

“Contrast this action with that of 
the so called reactionery Liberal and 
Conservative Governments, and we 
find, that when attention was drawn 
to these Governments as to our wage 
agreements, that immediately the Do- 
minion Fair Wage Officer, Mr. Pred 
Harrison, was despatched to the city 
and wages adjusted in accordance with | 
our agreements on both the Post Of- 
fice and Immigration hall being built | 
by the Federal Government. 

“Had the Farmer Government sub- 
mitted its case to the Dominion Fair 
Wage officer chances are that it might 
have known what a ‘Falr Wage’ 
means. | 

“I do not intend to enter a con-| 
troversy through the newspapers with 
the Premier and will therefore leave 
other work carried on by the Gov- 
ernment out at this time, suffice 
is to say that the Government's atti- 
tude towards unskilled labor in par-| 
ticular is anything but fair, and again 
I repeat, it is time that Labor consider 
its position toward the Farmer Gov- 
ernment.” 

Referring to the dispute in regard 
to wages paid by H. G. MacDonald, | 
contractor on the Government build- 
ings, R. J. Metcalf, business agent for 
the Building Trades Council, denied 
the assertion of Hon, O. L. McPherson, 
minister of public works, that the 
wages were in line with thore paid on 
other jobs in the city Mr. Metcalf 
declared that the wages positively 
were not in line with those paid by/| 
the majority of big contractors. He 
said that on practically all the big 
jobs in the city this year the men were 
paid at the rate of 50 cents per hour, 
while .45 cents was the ruling wage 
for laborers on the government ad- 
miinstration buildings.
